SEATTLE, October £4.— A shocking ac- 


cident occurred ut North Bend yesterday 
morning. Fire broke out in the tetitol 
11 man camping 11 short distance from 
tlie station, and a number of villagers 
were attracted to the spot, among them 
Mrs. Charles Austin, wife of the Cana- 
dian Pacific yardmaster. 


A box of dynamite detonators, the 


presence of which was unknown to the 
spectators, suddenly exploded, scatter- 
ing metal shells with terrific force in 
every direction. Half a dozen persons 
were struck, hut the worst sufferer was 
Sirs. Austin, who received no less than 
eleven of tlie shells in her head, arms 
and bodv. AVhen picked up she was 
unconscious, and her present condition 
is critical. 


Mrs. 
Kelly was struck by three of tlie 


detonators, ami, though badly injured, 
will recover.

VINCENT DOOMED 


jovcmor Mavkliam Refuses 


To Interfere. 


NO CAUSE FOIt LENIENCE SHOWN 


flie Pardoning Power Must He Used 


$ 
With Great Dis- 


cretion. 


Dr. F. O. Vincent must hang. The 


governor has refused to interfere in his 
jchalf and the condemned man 
JEJ thus 


deprived of all hope. The following let- 
,er from Governor Markham to Vin- 
cent's attorney is self-explanatory : 
STATE OF CALITOIINIA, Executive Depart- 


ment, Sacramento, October 28, 1893. 


Hon. 
Henry Hogmi, Attorney for F. 0. Vlu- 


CCDl, Nnjui, Cal. 
Dear Sir: — I have completed the cx- 


nmination of tlie Vincent case, and 
deem it proper to state as briefly as pos- 
sible the conclusion reached and my 
reasons therefor. 1 began this investi- 
gation about June 1st, and have had the 
:natler before me more or less ever 
;inco. 
Every avenue of information 


Unit I could command has been ex- 
hausted. The ollicial stenographic re- 
port lias been thoroughly examined. 
The contents of all ex partc allidavits 
liave been critically compared with the 
facts as found in the record. Kverv let- 
ter and remonstrance has been carefully 
read, and every one who desired to be 
heard orally has been given a full hear- 
ing. I might add that there were no 
petitions on file in Una case. 


1 sincerely believe that 1 fully com- 


prehend llie facts in this case as pre- 
sented to mo. My decision has been 
withheld until the present time in 
order that nothing affecting the con- 
demned man might be overlooked or 
i o fully investigated. I feel keenly tlit> 
responsibility resting upon mo in this 
and kindred cages, and for that reason 
have spent many days and even weeks 
upon tlie unpleasant task, believing it 
to be my duty to the condemned as well 
as to the stale. 1 do not intend to resort 
to technical arguments, but have aimed 
to strip the case of technicalities and to 
consider only the facts, and for the pur- 
IOBCS of this statement the following 
conceded facts will suffice: 


At the time of the homicide Dr. Vin- 


cent and wife had been married about 
ton years, and a few days prior there to 
s ie had brought a suit for divorce on 
the ground of habitual drunkenness. 
The papers were served on the 13th of 
December, 1890, and the homicide com- 
mitled on the 18th of the same month. 
Mrs. Vincent was then living apart 
from her husband and was striving to 
support herself and child by sowing. 
Uelween 12 and 1 o'clock on the 18th of 
December Vincent went lo a gun store 
and borrowed a revolver, saying that ho 
wan led it for the purpose of Killing a 
dog Unit had bitten him. Ho then im- 
mediately look a carriage and drove to 
Mrs. Vincent's home, paid and dis- 
missed the driver and enlercd the house 
by the front door, going through the 
parlor to the sewing room adjoining 
Mrs. Redd, a flowing woinan,and a Mrs. 
Hogors were present with Mrs. Vincent 
Ho asked his wife if he could speak to 
ier a moment. 
She requested Mrs 


Kogers lo accompany her, ami when til 
three wore sealed in the parlor, Vincent 
asked his wife if she intended to with- 
draw the suit for divorce, and was ans- 
wered in the negative. 


Ho then look a small pliiiil from his 


pocket, saying: "Take that," whicl: 
B ie refused, lie immediately arose am! 
( row the revolver, saying, an ho pointct: 
it at her, "Take HUB then." Four shots 
in all were Ural, one striking her in tlie 
right hand, and as she was fleeing 
through the door back into tlie Dewing 
room, lie placed the revolver close to hei 
body and shol her in the buck. Stio fol 
upon Iho floor of the sewing room, am' 
10 placed the revolver near her iefi 
breast, as she lay there dying, and lira 
again. She did not apeak aflcr Iho 
shooting commenced and died almosi 
nslanlly. 


The entire defense was based on the 


grounds of insanity, and between fortjm 
ami liflv witnesses were called by the 
defense to establish that fact. Tim jurj 
wore not convinced thai Vincent was 
nsane,and rendered averdlcl condemn- 
ing him lo undergo punishment for the 
highest c.rime known lo the law. If, as 
c aimed by the defense, he \vna insane, 
he was not responsible for his acts, and 
a verdict of not guilty should have boei 
rendered. Strip those cases of the sen- 
timent and the prejudices which accom- 
pany them, and to whom under the 
laws of the state arc the people to look 
for justice? Should it be to tlie twelve 
men who have sworn lo try the case 
and who hear all the evidence during 
the trial, under the watchful cure of tin, 
presiding judge, or lo ihc governor, who 
was noi present al Ihc trial and who 
knows nothing of the facts except in a 
remote wav? 
I have hut recently passed upon the 


Bawden case of Eureka, Humbold 
county. In that case the woman was 
killed because she had married anothci 
man and had refused lo marry Unwden 
In this case the victim was the wife o 
her slayer, seeking to be free from bin 
for causes for which ho alone was re- 


cuse in both instanceSj and as Ihc facts 
as well aa the principles involved ii 
each are very similar, 1 must nalurallj 
follow the convictions which governei 
mo in the former case, and shall seek to 
apply them lo the one now under con 
sideration. 


I conceive it to be the duly of the gov 


ernor to exorcise 
Hits extraordinary 


wwer given him in such cases with die 
cretion, but without fear. Tho laws o 
our stale have established tribunals fo 
the trial of such cases. Every safeguard 
known lo the legislature has been pro 
vided for the protection of every sub- 
stantial right ol the .accused. The jury 
is given the power to fix the degree o 
punishment in capital offences, and the 
judge always informs the jury that i 
must determine whether the punish 
ment shall bo death or imprieoninen 
for life. All this clearly manifests the 
tender sensibilities of our people townn 
the unfortunate. The presiding judg 
has a belter opporlunity than anyone to 
weigh the evidence and to know whethe 
injustice in any formhaa been done. 11 
is also clothed with power and of hi 


wn volition to sot a verdict aside and 
rdor a new trial. The district attorney 
it times may be overzoulouB for convic- 
ion, but my experience in pardon cases 
s that as a rule they do not hesitate 
vhen called upon by me to speak frankly 
uul without prejudice upon the facts in 
ho case. 
When the condemned has had a fair 


and impartial trial and then nonewcvi- 
lenco is discovered which, had it been 
tresented to the jury, might have 
:hanged its verdict, il in clearly against 
he spirit of the law for the governor to 
nterfero and reverse the decision of the 
ury and the judgment of the court. Not 
toing present at the trial the governor 
ias not the opportunity of hearing the 
vitnesBBB while on the stand, and knows 
mthing of the facts except as embodied 
n the stenographic report and such ex- 
mrte evidence as may be presented to 
lim bv thope interested on either side. 
It seems clear that su';h power, it 


vested in any one, should have beeii, 
vested in the supremo court,: it being 
the highest judicial tribunal in the state.' 


bat the jury was mistaken and that in- 
uelice had been done the accused, he 
ihould not hesitate to correct the wrong, 
jut he should have fairly good reasons 
for hie belief. 


I was impressed with the fairness of 


,ho presiding judge towards the accused, 
ind that, loo, throughout the entire 
.rial. His charge to the jury was all 
that the most sympathetic could ask, 
ind his rulings were correct and have 
jeen sustained by the supreme court of 
,he state. T can discover no undue zeal 
or conviction on the part of the district 
ittornev, and the accused was certainly 
earnestly and intelligently defended. 


1 am aware of the fact that in many 


such cases it is urycd that if the details'* 
tad had such and such great criminal 
awyers to defend him this verdict might 
lave been different. It is also fair to 
assume thai had the stale equally as 
'ininent counsel the result would not 
Hive been changed. No attorney can 
;hange the facts in a case. Though hu 
nay discolor, belittle and exaggerate 
jiem in the minds of the jury, yet the 
:acls must always remain the same. 


In lliis ease, ft seems to me, it would 


require an exceedingly astute attorney 
to explain away this appalling homicide 
under the admitted circumstances sur- 
rounding it. Had the presiding judge, 
the jury, or the district attorney ex- 
pressed an opinion in favor of executive 
clemency, it would have had great 
weight. JDvidcntly none of them have 
felt warranted in so doing. 


1 have inquired into the standing ot 


each member of the jury. They cer- 
tainly 3land well in the community in 
which they live. In fact, all concede it 
to have been a good jury. Not one of 
Ihem has expressed lo mo the belief 
that the verdict rendered was an unjust 
one. Thus it will be seen that the judge, 
jury and llio district attorney, con- 
stituting tlie court that tried the case, 
Btill believe that the verdict was just, 
and although it has been almost three 
years since the trial of this case, it ia 
evident that they have not changed 
their minds. Can I, in view of all thefie 
[acts and under my ollicial oath, set 
their 1 esl judgment, aside? 


It is urged by many friends of the con- 


demned t-hittj owing to the numerous 
homicides in Fresno county public sen- 
timent demanded a victim, and that 
"poor Dr. Vincent" must serve as such; 
that the court, the jury and the county 
ol Ik' in Is wero so intimidated on account, 
of public clamor that they dare not act 
according Lo their convictions. 


Of Ibis I do not know, hul I do kno\\ 


that the record discloses nothing of the 
kind. Dr. Vincent took llie life of an 
Innocent, defenseless woman, his wife 
and the mother of his only child, and U 
all appearances, in a most cruel am 
heartless manner, lie Is cither entirely 
innocent or 
IR guilty of the highest, 


crime known to the law. Did I believu 
him innocent it would ho my duly lo 
grant him a complete pardon. 


1 do not believe him innocent, am 


(Ind little or nothing outside of Iho fads 
presented lo the jury to raise a reason- 
able doubt of his guilt. While my sym- 
pathies naturally go out to him in his 
unfortunate condition, 1 must decline lo 
interfere- with the verdict of the jnrj 
and ihc judgment of the court.

WEEVILS. 


Prof. W. A. Sanders Tells More 


About Them. 


Knmut Uiii'KiiucAX :— My article 01 


"Grain Beetles" has brought quite i 
large correspondence from those inter- 
ested in the subject. It covered two 
points that I wiah to discuss. 


1'irHt, we have nothing as bad in Cali- 


fornia as Tinea (.iranella or UnLulm Oere- 
alclla. Why? These two insects when 
matured are moths or millers. Tho 
matured insects will fly from their 
breeding place in stored grain for miies 
and lay their eggs in Ihc heads of the 
ripening wheat. 
The minute larva 


from these eggs, safely housed inside of 
wheat kernels, arc uninjured by thresh- 
ing, and come out matured and lav their 
epgs in the stored grain. Our beetle, or 
wheat weevil, Calandria Grnnaria, has 
no such power of (light, but it and its 
progeny remain in the stored grain, and 
can all be easily destroyed at any time 
with bisulphide of carbon, as described 
in my last article. 


•Second, instead of selling shallow 


dishes of bisulphide on top of the grain, 
an experimenter has had eminent suc- 
cess by putting it in old tin cans and 
hanging Ihom,' by means of holes mmc- 
turcd in one side, six feet apart on nails 
driven into the rafters, of his mill. Re- 
member this gas is heavier than the air, 
and kills all iimect life below where llie 
gas evaporales. Again I say, "liemem- 
lier 'tis inflammable, explosive; 
keep 


lights and lire away from it." 


Now as lo names: All Ihc long-snouted 


beetles, including the Calandria, were 
formerly called Cimrulio, a name given 
hy llie Itomans lo the corn weevil. I-e 
Conte mado them a special gruun with 
the name Ilyncophora, consisting of 
several families, one of which is Curcnl- 
ionidno, i. c., curculo-like beetles. Tho 
common name, "weevil," is correctly 
applied lo all Ibis class of in see's, al- 
though grain raisers and millers from 
the Atlantic states will better under- 
stand if wo call these beetles, and the 
two grain-moths 
above 
referred to 


weevils. 
They distinguish the two 


kinds of insects in that way in those 
states.

The afternoon session waa held in Bee- 


Lions, the primary grade meeting in tho 
main room of the church and the gnun- 
.nar section in the reading room, in the 
rear. Each department was called to 
order at 1.15 o'clock and tho roll called. 


In the primary department Professor 


C. II. KoyeB took the floor and prefaced 
the diBCU83ion of his subject, "The Prin- 
ciples that Control Methods in Reading 
in the Ueginning," by a few preliminary 
remarks upon the expense of institutes 
,nd tho obligations of teachers to so oc- 
cupy their time as to justify the outlay 
made by a generous public. 


Professor Keyes made his talk doubly 


interesting and valuable by skillful 
questioning, thus drawing 
from the 


teachers prcsent'their various ideas and 
experiences. He thoroughly endorsed 
that system of instruction which teaches 
words first and then tho letters, and de- 
nounced the A B 0 method as barbar- 
ous, arbitrary and stultifying. 


MISS SCIIALLENKKIttiBit's I'AI'Klt. 


Miss Schallcnberger presented 
the 


iubjcct, "Material for First Heading 
Lessons." Miss Schallcnberger was for 
several years critic teacher in the train 
ing department of the State Normal 
school at San Jose. While there her 
work in the cause of primary education, 
both as an instructor and as a contribu- 
tor to educational magazines, has raised 
her to a first rank as a primary ed- 
ucator. 


She advocates tho reading of books 


composed ot selections concerning the 
daily life of tho child, its games and 
toys, its sorrows and its joys. 


This was followed by a t-tlk on the 


subject: "Numbers, Principles Deter- 
mining the Character of Early Instruc- 
tion. How not to bogin and why not." 


1'rofesEor Koyes said in brief thai 


in many cities and counties from seven 
to ten years arc esteemed necessary to 


a child an ordinary amount o 
ylcdge of arithmetic, while in his 


opinion seven years at tho most is sulli 
eient. Ho believes that teachers do nol 
give the child credit for as much knowl 
edge as it really possesses when it firs 
starts to Eehoof, and that much time is 
,vorse than wasted in trying to tend 
the child what, it already knows. 


He would not have the child laugli 


"figures" tho first year at all, claiming 
tho whole timo should be spent upoi 
numbers, numbers represented by ob 
jects and not by arbitrary eigns that t< 
the child represcnl but cabalistic noil- 
ings.

"Simply, teachers, because you gave 


careful attention to it. You made spec- 
ial preparation for teaching it. Some of 
you had never studied geometry. You 
wentlo work under pressure of necessity 
for i1, and the consequence is, those of 
yon who are required to do so, arc now 
teaching it well. 
"I instance this, not to magnify the 


value of geometry, but to show what can 
be done when of" necessity a thing is re- 
quired to bo done, and when proper 
energy is directed toward the accom- 
plishment of a certain end. 


"fio I am inclined to think i.i this 


matter of moral instruction. If teachers 
would realize the great necessity for it, 
that the public, tho state, of right de- 
mands greater exertion, in this, of them, 
and it they would determine to exert 
their influence and might for better 
morals, there is no accounting for tlio 
wonderful improvement that might be 
accomplished in this direction. It is 
worth all of her school work combined. 


"It would bo unreasonable to expect 


n showing in one or two years, na in the 
case of geometry, it is a subject scarcely 
capable of such ocular demonstration. 
Time and eternity only could bring 
teachers their full reward for labor in 
this direction. 


"It is diificult to give or to obtain spe- 


cific instruction for teaching morals. I 
wish there were more suitable books for 
the help of teachers in this sort of in- 
struction. I should like to put them 
prominently in tho course of study. Tho 
following books should ho on every 
teacher's desk: 'Ethics for Young Peo- 
ple,' 'Good Morals and Gentle Manners,' 
'Duty,' 'Lessons in Itight Doing.' 


"Loyalty to duty, respect, and rever- 


ence for home and parents, love of coun- 
try, sacred regard for truth,regard for 
the feelings and rights of others; those 
and kbidrecl virtues should daily be im- 
pressed upon the minds of children. 


"They cannot be taught in formal les- 


sons, but should permeate the regular 
claaa work, enter into tho daily recita- 
tion, and should bo specially illustrated 
by tlio character, example and daily life 
of the teacher. The teacher, by the 
silent influences of the lineaments ot 
her countenance, is continually leaving 
impressions for good or for evil upon 
the minds and hearts of tho little ones 
daily before her that will be lasting aa 
time itself.'1
